SUBJECT received a letter delivered by Mrs Bobbie Crawford , 
107*6 Lake Gardens Drive left with her 'by a person that 
signed his name as JAME3 ERKEOT V^ILKINSON. (See CIS Int. 
2965 of March 10, 1567) WILKINSON desired SUBJECT to contact 
him by mail at Post Office Box 155*6 if SOTJECT was ever 
employed at CURTIS MATHIS MANUFACTURING CO. WILKINSON wrote 
the letter-'ftly after he discivered that Mrs Crawford would 
not give out the address of SUBJECT. 

This letter had visible prints on the paper as though WILKIN- 
SON had dirty hands. This letter was submitted to Detective 
R.W, Livingston of the CRIKE SCENE SEABCH SECTION of the I.D. 
Bureau as a specimen to be "smoked" to obtain i*«t prints may 
be on the paper. The result of this test disclosed numerous 
comparable prints. 

A copy of the fingerprint classification card of the Dallas 
Sheriff's Office Identification Bureau, #1*3165, of a JAMES 
ERNEST WILKINSON was submitted to Detective Dale Hankins of 
the Crime Scene Search Section. A comparison was made of the 
prints on the letter and the fingerprint classification card 
with positive results. These prints on the letter will be 
photographed for preservation. 

The indices of Postal Service disclosed that Post Office Box 
155*6 was Issued on June 16, 1965 to JAMES E, WIIJtlNSON of 
^7 PINDAR ST. DALLAS, TEXAS.
